The Honorary Awards to Free Students of the Royal College of Art 
were 22 Gold Medals, 132 Silver Medals, 304 Bronze MedMB, and 433 
Book Prizes, from a total of 3,124 works submitted. Such Honorary 
Awards ceased to be made after the year 1900. 
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RETROSPECTIVE EXHIBITION OF NATIONAL 
COMPETITION WORKS, 1908. 


The Exhibition contains selected works of studonts of Schools of 
Art and other schools and classes of the United Kingdom working 
under the Regulations of the Board of Education, which have gained 
awards in the National Competition during the years 1897 to 1906, 
inclusive. 

Limitation of space available for exhibition has made it necessary 
to restrict the Exhibition to those works which gained either Gold or 
Silver Medals. The works have been hung in groups according to 
their years of award. 

The first public display illustrative of the higher studies in Schools 
of Art, &c., was held in the summer of 1858 at South Kensington. 
This was followed 26 years later by a similar, though much larger and 
more comprehensive, Exhibition in the Schools of Art Section of the 
International Health Exhibition held at South Kensington in 1884. 

In 1896 the Department of Science and Art arranged a Retro- 
spective Exhibition consisting of works to which Gold or Silver 
Medals had been awarded during the 12 years 1884 to 1896.
